| The Price Paid, 8420,000—The Deeds Filed 
im Belleville This Afternoon—Fact of the 
Sale Denied Until the Last Moment—An 
English Syndicate Negotiating fer the 
Star apd Western Breweries in Belle- 
ville, . 

During the past two or three days the report 
has been current in this city and East St. 
Louis among the property holders that Heim’s 
Brewery, which is situated in the northeastern 
portion of the eity, has been sold to 
the Brewers’ Association of St. Louis, and 
almost every prominent citizen of East &t, 
Louis declares thatthe sale has been made. 
This morning a Post-DisPaTOM reporter m- 
terviewed Mr. Ferdinand Heim, Sr., who has 
recently returned from an extended visit to 
California, and Mr. Michael Heim, who own 
the brewery, but they still deny knowing any- 
thing whatever about the sale, and pronounce 
the reports which have already been published 
in the papers without foundation. They said 
that alarge number of parties. had been ne- 
gotiating for the purchase of this brewery for 
the past five or six weeks, but no contract bad 
yet been made with any of them to buy it. 
A large majority of the business

A Cause Seldom Recognizsed—Due to Self- 
Poisoning—How Poisons Are Generated 
in the System—The Means to Combat 
Them—Diet Table for the Depressed.

Mental depression isa ttranger to no one, 
even to the healthiest person, and many suf - 
** fer from it at very short intervals. That form 
at referred to is the one which comes on without 
. any apparent cause— without any mental die- 
1 ft turbance, such as PP „ toto 
18 4 account for it. We are well to-day, physically 
. and mentally; we feel that the world is treat- 
ea ing us kindly; our usual duties seem light, 
and are easily performea; the future 
looks bright, and we are amiable, happy and 
contented. On the morrow all this is changed. 
We get up in the morning with perhaps a dull 
feeling in the head, are depressed in mind 
and feel weak in body; in going about our 
work ‘‘everything seems at sixes and 
gevens,’’ and when night comes but little 
appears to have been accomplished; we are 
irritable, discontented and anything but 
happy; and withal, there is a feeling which 
cannot be shaken off, that some misfor- 
tune is about to bappen to us. This condl- 
tion may last but foraday and we are again 
ourselves, or it may persist even for a week or 
more.

W bere poisonous gases are generated within 
the stomach and intestines, and are then 
taken up by the blood, the effects are very 
rarely indeed as marked as in the case re- 
corded by Senator; but beyond all doubt, 
when formed in anything like a considerable 
quantity, they make themselves felt, and 
upon the nervous system, depressing the 
same. Many of those who have been 
troubled much with flatulence must 
be able to recall having experienced 
what pass under the head of ‘‘faint spells. 
While as well as usual, having nothing to 
complain of, there has come over them with- 
out warning amarked change, commencing 
with a faint or gone“ feeling at, and a littie 
belew, the pit of the stomach. Up to that 
time even-tempered, in good spirits and phys- 
ically strong, all of asudden oy / become Irri- 
table and exceedingly nervous, lose all cheer- 
fulness and feel very weak. Such attacks last 
from a few minutes to perbaps an hour, some- 
times longer, and then entirely disapper, 
leaving the system in as good condition as be- 
forethey occurred.

DISPEL THE NERVOUS SYMPTOMS. 

Some sufferers keep peppermints at hand 
and eat them freely as soon as the faintness 
begins.

That the reader may profit by all this, we 
must draw practical conclusions. Of course, 
no person can qualify himself so he can deter- 
mine positively whether or not the somewhat 
intricate changes described are going on 
within his system—whether he is suffering 
from aform of polsoning due toan increase 
or retention of uric acid. If he felt such a 
state of things existed, he should, of course, 
consulta physician. But there are very many 
who, while not feeling as well as they ought, 
will not do that, preferring to treat them- 
selves or to let the trouble wear off. 
Supposing a person answering to the descrip- 
tion of those we bave termed gouty to 
be suffering with quite frequent fits of mental 
depression, slight or severe, lasting fora day 
or two, or, perhaps, a week ortwo, which he 
cannot account for. He will not consult a 
physician, but is determined to effect a cure 
if possible. If left to himself he wilitry ‘*‘bit- 
ters and various other mixtures recom- 
mended by friends and others. They will not 
only do him no good, but will inevitabiv do 
him an injury. The ony sensible course, 
under the circumstances, is for him to diet, to 
take ample exercise, and by frequent bathing 
to keep his skin healthy and active. 

IN THE MATTER OF DIET, 
meat should be indulged but very sparingly, 
if at all; doubtless in some cases it wouid be 
best to get along withovt it, unless itis found 
absolutely needed to keep up the strength. 
As for fish, once or twice a week is often 
enough to eat it. Eggs are not likely to prove 
a serviceable food in such cases, and had, 
therefore, better be excluded, or, at least, 
only indulged now and then. Dependence 
should be placed chiefly in vegetables, fruits, 
milk, bread and butter, the latter may be 
eaten quite freely. Pudding and pastry are 
allowable in moderation if the digestion is 
ood. As for drinks, beers and wines are for- 
idden, if a stimulant is absolutely needed, 
then let it be whisky or gin. Coffee is also to 
be excluded; tea, well diluted with much milk 
may be taken once a day. Milk will be foun 
avaluable article of diet, anda quart anda 
int may be taken eve twenty-four hours, 
feat is well liked, and it is digested easily.

by adding salt to t. When it 
produces constipation, oné must exercise 
more to combat the effect; if that does not 
overcome it, then the quantity of milk must 
be lessened. With plain water, or the aerated 
waters, this completes the list of drinks which 
are allowable. : 

Now, this system of diet is wholesome, and 
it is not at ali likely that any one would suffer 
were they to persistin it formonths, and even 
years. And yet it is barely possible that some 
who try it may lose flesh and strength. When 
it acts that way it is, of course, c — 3 hurt - 
ful. But let those who feel dulfmnd beavy, 
both mentally and physically, are frequently 
depressed and dissatisfied with themselves 
and the world in general, and yet cannot ac 
count for these symp oms, try this diet fora 
while, in the meantime taking a goodly 
amount of exefcise. The chances are greatiy 
in favor of its doing them good, brightening 
up their spirits, and making them better in 
every way.

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BEAUTIFUL BLACK PEARLS. 


Bow These Treasures of the Pacific Coast 
Are Prepared for the Market. 


From the Jewelers’ Review. | 
There are probably few jewelers who handle 
the beautiful black pearls which are sent all 
over the world from the Pacific coast have any 
idea ofthe extent of the pearl fisheries or 
the methods ofthe fishing. Juan Hidalgo of 
San Francisco says that these famous pearl 
fisheries are situated on the eastern 
shores of the Gulf of Oalifornia, from Cape 


St. Lucas to the mouth of the Colorado River, 
taking in about fifteen hundred miles of coast, 
including the Gulf islands; they also extend 
from Mazatlan to la Barra de Ocoz. Thatis 
the boundary line between the Republics of 
Guatemala and México, a distance of 2,000 
miles, making a grand total of 8,500 miles. 
They were first discovered some three cent- 
urles ago by the famous Cortez when he 
crossed from Acapulco to Santa Cruz, Lower 
California, 

Here I may incidentally mention that to this 
journey the name of California is also due, 
meaning caliaus, hot, and fornius, a hob or 
hearth, Cortez finding it very hot in May 
when he first touched Californian soil, and 
giving it the name. He took 
possession of the fisheries and seut «@ 
number of fine pearls to the Queen 
of Spain, subsequently requiring of all fishers 
that one-tenth of what they found must go to 
the Blessed Virgin and oneetenth to the King 
of Spain. After being worked intermittently 
one Juan Ossio feally opened upthe business 
again about 150 years ago with great success, 
taking from 300 to 500 pounds of pearls a year 
and actually packing them on mules and sell- 
ing them by the bushel. The shells were all 
brought up by head divers andthe pearis 
taken from them were so plentiful as to be 
worth comparatively small amounts. The 
— drain had the effect of diminishing the 
supply and it is only of late years that fishing 
has again been carried on systematically. 

The fishing season lasts from May 1 to No- 
vember 15, and is mostiy done at depths of 
from ten to sixteen fathoms, instead of, as 
formerly, at depths of from three to six 
fathoms. All the men employed are big, 
powerful Mexicans, and every diver has five 
assistants. Regular 3 suits and up- 
paratus imported from London and Paris are 
used, though some three hundred head divers 
are also engaged. The latter, as their class 
implies, dive in head first and wear no 
clothes of any sort. Their operations, how- 
ever, are confined to depths of from three to 
at most ten fathoms. 

Four men work the air pumps for the suited 
diver, and the fifth attends to the life line, 
hauling up the diver and letting him down, as 
well as hoisting up the nets or baskets full 
of shells and lowering the empty ones. The 
pump men are fed and housed and receive $15 
a month. ‘The life-line man is similarly 
looked after and receives $25 a month, and 
finally, the diver receives $45 a month plus 
one-tenth of all that he brings up, netting him 
as high as 3500 a month if he is lucky. The 
hours of actual fishing are from 6 a. m. to 1 p. 
m. Connected with each fishing party is a 
schooner of from sixty to 200 tons burden, and 
two or three smallboats. The men live on the 
schooner the entire six months. 

The shells containingthe pearls vary In di- 
ameter from twoto eight inches, six inches 
being about an average size. They are found 
on hard rocks or on sandstone at the bottom 
of the sea, usually in bunches together bold- 
ing on to the rocks by a sort of sucker, which 
I believe the scientists call a foot, the circular 
portion being up and the shells usually a little 
open. The oysters are vertical, not lying on 
the flat. Each diver has a knife with which he 
cuts a bunch loose and places them in a basket 
or net, which is hoisted up when full, an 
1 one descending at the same time. 

The oysters once on board the boat are pried 
open with a flat knife, and the mussels, that 
is, the Hving body inside, is separated from 
each shell. A grisly substance attaches the 
body to the inside of each shell, and 
one-fourth the area is thus covered. The re- 
mainder of each shell is occupied by the pearl 
bearing membrane, a black, jelly-like coat, 
and, of course, a part of the living shell fish. 
The shells are handed over to another man 
while the 22 takes the separated fish and 
examines the inside of the black membrane 
for the pearls be is in search of, and finally 
closes his fist over the fish so as to squeeze out 
any pearlwhich may have lodged in tne 
stomach.

been thought that perhaps these insects, and 
not lilies or toads, are represented on the 
white flag. 

Id would certainly be difficult for any one to 
explain why Florence adopted the ‘‘giglio 
blanco,’’ Prussia the lime, Saxony the mig- 
nonette, or Ireland the shamrock, unless, in- 
deed, we are to accept without question the 
legend of St. Patrick and his demonstration 
through it of the 1 — ot the Trinity. Nor 
is it much easier for any one who is critical 
anent popular myths to account forthe white 
lily being the badge of the Ghibellines,and the 
red of the Guelphs any more than it is expli- 
cable why the Yorkists took the white rose 
and the Lancastrians the red, or why the 
heartsease was the emblem of the violet 
crowned’’ city of Athens.

A FLOWER MARKET IN NEW YORE, 


The Grand Plaza of Union Square to Blos- 
som Like the Rose, 


From the New York World. 

The scheme of establishing a fower market 
in New York is again being revived, and 
though it may not be established this year 
sufficient progress will be made to warrant the 
hope of its becoming one of the industries, if 
not an institution, of this city next spring, 
and for every succeeding spring and summer. 


The idea is to have the sale of flowers and 
— restricted to the Grand Plaza at Union 

quare every morning from 6to9orfrom 7 to 
10 o’clock. The people engaged in the raising 
of flowers could drive in from the country, 
and, asthe farmers and raisers of garden 
truck do at Washington Market, make the 
Plaza the market forthe sale of their goods. 

In the principal cities of Europe one of the 
most pleasing eights is the flower market. In 
a prominent square the marketmen and flower 
merchants are gathered, and every morning 
during the spring and summer months the 
people congregate there in thousands to pur- 
chase flowers. The sight is a very beautiful 
one, and it has ye ween a matter of inquiry 
and 6 rise to éricans abroad thatthe 
idea had not been started in their own 
country, The establishment of the flower 
market at Union Square Plaza will 
also meet with the approDation 
of the Street Cleaning Department 
in this way. It is also proposed 
that the venders of flowers along the streets 
shall be compelled bythe terms of their I- 
cense to dotheir selling at the Plaza. They 
can either erect stands or simply display 
goods, as many ot them now do, in Daskets, 
Scattered as they now are all over the city, 
the refuse of dead flowers and leaves about 
the stands prevents the streets about from 
being kept clean. This state of affairs, the 
Street Department claim, will be remedied by 
having the venders kept together in one sec- 
tion of the city. 

It was atfirst thought that the new flower 
market would meet with a strong opposition 
from the leading florists, as no rent would be 
charged at the Plaza, and, therefore, the 
goods could be sold cheaper, which would re- 
sult in cutting into the profits and trade of the 
big stores that have to pay enormous rents, 
The sentiment among the large dealers is cer- 
tainlgin favor of the scheme. One of the 
lead! florists} on Fifth avenue said to the 
WO reporter yesterday: 

The idea 
that it would hurt our trade is absurd. The

What 
Imean by that is, when aperson entersa 
flower store they do so to buy flowers, where- 
as one is attracted on the street to the buying 
of flowers by seeing them displayed on the 
stands. 

In notion with the market it is pro- 
posed to have a Flower Day, such are cel- 
ebrated every spring in the Southern cities of 
Europe, particularly in Florence. On that 
day the streets are lined with le laden 
with flowers, carriages filled with them and 
driven up and down the principal thorough- 
fares, and at agiven s the air is filled 
with flowers pelted in all directions, from the 
housetops, from the carri and from alo 
the sidewalks.

German Marriage Statistics, 


From the London Daily Telegraph. 

Some interesting statistics from the register 
of marriages in Berlin during 1887 have just 
been bDublished. Of the 15,209 couples who 
gave one another the hana ‘‘for better or 


worse,’’ 13,246 were bachelors and 13,806 spin- 
sters, 1,808 widowers or divorced wen and 
1,225 widows or divorced women thought fit 
to try a second chance, 166 men and7 women 
took a third leap, and 10 men and (women 
were kound to be so devoted to the married 
state that they risked a fourth trial. It is very 
noteworthy how few young marriages take 
lace inthis capital. The necessity to serve 
nthe army and the scarcity ofthe needful 
sinews of war are the two primary causes 
which nullify the possibility of these indis- 
creet nnions, but, apart from that, the habits 
of — people in all classes of society are in 
en against them. The two youngest 
nedicts were nineteen years of age, while 
there were twenty-seven Beatrices who had 
turned sixteen, eighty-nine were seventeen, 
two hundred and forty-seven were eighteen, 
and five hundred and fifty-eight were in their 
twentieth year. 

Aven among the brides it is therefore shown 
that only 920 out of the whole number were 
married under twenty years ofage. Ten of 
the eldest bridegrooms were over seventy, the 
eldest being seventy-seven, who chose a help- 
mate of nearly seventy, and the oldest bride 
who had already turned seventy-five, selected 
a supporter younger than herself by about 
twenty years. The average age of the bride- 
grooms was between twenty-five and thirty; 
and the eorresponding age of the brides be- 
tween twenty and twenty-five. Nearly 50 
eent. ofthe young husbands were only five 
years older than their wives, but fifty-four of 
them married giris thirty years younger than 
themselves. s acounterpart of these latter 
cases there was one of alady nearly sixty-five 
years of age who found a husband forty years 
her junior. Uncles are allowed in this coun- 
try to m their nieces and nephews their 
aunts; but there was only one case of the lat- 
ter and eight ofthe former registered. It is

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SCHOOL HOLIDAYS. 
The School Board veto of the customary 
picnic holiday has disappointed and dis- 


— — 


pleased many, but the reasons for it should 


secure general approbation of the board’s 
action. 

Our climate cuts from our school year a 
summer vacation of months, while the 
schools in Germany have a summer vaca- 
tion of only afew weeks’ duration. The 
German schools run six days in the week 
while ours run but five. With all their 
holidays they have far more school days 
in a year than we have. Our school days 
are but 200 out of 365, and some of these 
are necessarily given up as holidays on 
such occasions as Thanksgiving Day, 
Christmas time, Fair time, etc. 

The experience of teachers is that each 
of the extra holidays isagreat disturber 
of school work and that the bad effect is 
perceptible both before and after the day 
itself. 

There is no reason why the schools 
should not have their picnics on Satur- 
days, andin view of the fact that the 
school life of the great majority of Amer- 
ican children is necessarily limited to but 
three or four years of 200 days each, every 
school board should set its face firmly 
againstafurther and unnecessary cur- 
tailment of that limited time. 

The most serious defect of our school 
system is that it permits, if it does not 
compel, a great multitude of each gener- 
ation to leave school and go to earning 
their living with insufficient training and 
gostruction in the elementary branches. 
Every effort of the school authorities 
should be directed to the curing of this 
defect in the practical work of the school 
system, and with only five school days in 
the week, extra holidays should be al- 
lowed only under unusual circumstances 
tending to make the school day valueless.

WHY REVISION FAILED. 

The failure of the Legislature’s revision 
work is largely traceable to a little knot 
of men whose only mission at Jefferson 
City was to put in Gov. Francis’ hands 
the legal means of making himself the 
great machine boss of politics in the cities 
of the State and in the State at large. 

They were so full of the idea of putting 
in his hands the levers of political coer- 
cion and control and of helping him to a 
trading outfit which might easily make 
him United States Senator, cabinet officer 
or whatever Missouri influence could com- 
mand for him, that prudent concealment 
oftheir purpose was impossible to them. 
They intrigued, schemed and worked to 
get a political twitch for the Governor’s 
use and benefit into every measure of re- 
vision affording them an opportunity. 

The needed revision of the license laws 
was defeated by their insisting on pro- 
visions by which the Governor could have 
worked the saloons and the liquor inter- 
est in politics as they were never worked 
before, through a police board holding 
office at his pleasure,and authorized to 
grant or refuse license at discretion, or by 
his secret direction. 

They disfigured and have probably de- 
feated the revision in regard to “cities, 
towns and villages’ by inserting pro- 
visions which would have given the Gov- 
ernor control over the registration of 
voters through making the Recorder of 
Voters in cities a mere amanuensis to the 
Governor, removable at his pleasure. 

There were Democrats as well as Re- 
publicans in the Legislature who saw tke 
purpose and the evil in these things. It 
was the fight over these schemes to fasten 
a great domineering political machine 
upon the Democracy, the people and the 
cities of Missouri, that delayed, distorted 
and botched the work of revision. 
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THERE is a movement on foot in Spring- 
field, Mass., to have the ordinances s0 
amended as to prohibit and punish the 
scattering of hand bills, circulars, pam- 
phlets and advertisements in the streets. 
This sort of thing is not permitted in En- 
glish towns, because it contributes more 
than anything else to the disfigurement 
and untidy appearance of the streets. It 
has become a great nuisance in St. Louis, 
where every breeze wafts dirt-besmeared 
paper into the faces and against the 
clothes of promenaders, and where resi- 
dence doorways and dooryards are lit- 
tered nearly every hour in the day with 
circulars and hand bills, which are never 
read. Ifthe Municipal Assembly would 
abate this nuisance it would receive the 
thanks of every housekeeper who takes a 
pride in the tidy appearance of her 
premises. 


It is hinted that the politicians involved 
in naturalization and election frauds are 
consoling themselves with the reflection 
that the prosecution of the cases will not 
go beyond indictments. The only con- 
clusion of the cases which will be satis- 
factory to the people of St. Louis will be 
the convietion of the guilty, no matter 
what position they may occupy. The 
election laws have been grossly violated 
and the people will not brook any inter- 
ference with the course of justice: The 
labor and cost of securing indictments

Answer—It has closed the saloons by ¢re- 
ating double the number of ‘‘dives,’’ 
**Jointa’’.and boot-leg dispensatories, and 
making perjurers out of otherwise truthful 
men. 

(2) To what extent in your judgment, has 
it diminished drunkenness and the consump- 
tion of intoxicants for beverage purposes? 

Ans wer—It bas increased the number of 
drunkards; has decreased the use of light 
drinks, and made more general the consump- 
tion of a low grade of Kansas ‘‘kili-me-quick’’ 
whisky. 

(3) In your judgment has not the loss of the 

licenses been 
more than made good by the decreasing bur- 
dens of pauperism and crime resulting from 
Prohibition; and by the directing of the 
money formerly spent in the saloons now into 
legitimate channels of trade? 
« Answer—No. Under the present law the 
rate of taxation has increased, and this is 
especially true and noticeable in the towns 
and cities. 

(4) Would you advise the re-establishment 
of the saloons, breweries and distilleries in 
Kansas under a High License law as a means 
calculated to benefit the social and business 
interests of the State? 

Answer—Yes. A respectable saloon would 
suit our people better, and be less degrading 
than a joint in some old shed or barn made 
necessary to drinkers, and a creature of the 
Prohibition laws.

The cry of ‘‘communism’’ or ‘‘avar- 
chy’’ is heard whenever the West ventures to 
protest against gold monometallism, trust- 
ism, or exorbitant transportation rates. In 
the atmosphere of the. great money market 
and speculative center national and patriotic 
sentiments have been stified while sectional 
greed has triumphed. 


Why Shut Out the Canadian Roads? 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

To shut out Canadian roads would deprive 
American shippers of the chance to have their 
goods cheaply carried over cheap rails, and 
force them to make their shipments over dear 
rails at dearer rates. This proposition turns a 
bull’s-eye light on the method by which the 
tariff first skins the railroad companies and 
compels them for se!f-protection to skin their 
customers. 

Instead of putting our railways on even 
terms with their Canadian competitors by un- 
taxing rails and structural iron, the Press in- 
sists on forcing the Canadijan railways out of 
business and depriving shippers of low rates. 
This plan gives life to monopoly, but it is the 
death of trade.

Trial of the Three Brutal Dog 
Catehers Begun This 
Morning. 


Witnesses Who Saw the Boy 
Caught in the Wire. 


Details of a Brutal Crime as Brought Out 
on the Witness Stand—The Lawyers Have 
Several Cively Tuts and Attorney Mo- 
Donald Invites Dr. Franz, a Witness, to 
Meet Him Outside—Ladies Who Saw the 
Assault Upon the Boy Describe It in Full 
—How It Was Done—The Evidence in 


EVER has there been a 
more stubborn legal 
fight made in a trial 
than is being waged in 
the Criminal Court to- 
day in the case of Wm. 
Burke, Michael Angel- 
rodt and Robert Guerke, 
the three dog catchers 
indicted for committing 
an assault to do great 
bodily harm on Willie Malers, a 13-year-old 
boy. Every inch of the ground is being con- 
tested, and all morning the time of the court 
was taken up almost exclusively in listen- 
ing to the arguments and speeches of the at - 
torneys on both sides. Scarcely a question could 
be put without meeting with any objection, 
and no objection could be raised without 
bringing out a flow of eloquence from the 
counsel on both sides. The jury was im- 
paneled andthe hearing of testimony com- 
menced yesterday, when three witnesses were 
examined. It isa case which attracted the 
most wide-spread interest when first brought 
before the public at the close of last year. On 
October 13 of last year Willie Maiers and some 
other boys are said to haue thrown stones at 
the defendants on Ninth and O' Fallon streets. 
They were pursued, and one of the dog- 
catchers, said to be Burke, is alleged to 
have thrown a wire around the boy’s neck and 
to have dragged him to the wagon and thrown 
the littie fellow on top of it. Thevehicie had 
several captive dogs inside and the chiid 
screamed with fright, but was carried to 
Tenth and Biddle streets where he was let go, 
some witnesses claiming he was allowed to 
fallto the street. The experience seems to 
have had a most dreadful effect on the boy’s 
nervous system, for he became afflicted with 
spasms resembling in some respects hydro- 
phobia. It was not until October 21 
that Dr. Frans was called in to 
attend the boy, but he has been caring for 
him ever since and states with no hope of 
effecting a cure. The doy in his spasms rolls 
about like a dog and bites, snaris and snaps 
at a cushion or whatever article is thrown to 
him. Those spells occur frequently, he some- 
times having a dozeninaday. Some phy- 
sicians who have examined him declare hima 
fraud and the defense intend to place them on 
the stand. The State have physicians who 
willswear the spasms are genuine, so that 
there promises to be a most interesting con- 
flict of expert medical testimony. 

MRS. NELLIE FINCH 
living on Eleventh near O'Fallon, was the 
first witness called yesterday. She testified to 
seeing the boy dragged 295 the — be · 
tween Ninth and Eleventh, O’ Fallon and Bid- 
die, by the defendant, Burke, who placed him 
on the dog-catchers’ wagon and held him on 
the seat while they drove rapidly down the 
street. She saidshe caught the — dy the 
foot and endeavored to pu bim 
from the wagon, at which time one of the dog - 
catchers said: ‘‘Let’s put him in with the 
dogs. She could not, however, state which 
of the men made the remark. She testified to 
seeing a wire in Burke’s hands, but did not 
see him putiton the boy, as she was very 
much excited atthe time. Mrs. Finch posi- 
tively identified the defendants and said: 
Burke the boy in the alley 
Guerke was walking with him an 
Angelrodt was on the wagon holding 
the velns. Shealso stated that she saw sev- 
eral dogs in the wagon when Burke raised the 
lid. Mrs. Finch was very excitable and ner- 
vous in her testimony and gave way to her 
feelings several times in a highly hysterical 


manner. 

MRS. COSTERMEIER, 
1235 North Ninth street, was the next wit- 
ness. She testified that she saw the occur- 
rence and caught the boy by the foot when he 
was in the wagon, but as she could not iden- 
tify the prisoners her testimony was of little 
value. 

Mrs. Niehaus, 1233 North Ninth street, then 
stated that the man on the wagon caught the 
boy by the head when he was pulled upon the 
wagon. She could not identify the defend- 
ants nor Willie Malers. 

Atthis point Attorney McDonald submitted 
an objection to the testimony and moved that 
it be stricken outonthe ground that the in- 
formation furnished inthe indictment under 
which the defendants were arraigned does 
not claim that any nung 
flicted to Willie alers,' but 
assault had been made with the intent to in- 
jure and do bodily barm. Judge Normiie 
overruled the objection on the ground that 
Mr. McDonald had misconstrued the section 
relating to the uoffensecharged. He, however, 
admitted thatthe indictment was not very 
skillfully drawn, but insisted that the infor- 
mation was of sufficient strength to compose 
an indictment.

The Bridge & Terminal Co. and Property 
Owners East of Third Street—A Large 
Fund Piedged for Locating Terminals in 
This Section—Views of Messrs. Cobb and 
Ennis.

DENIED FRESH AIR, 


A Queer Case Brought to Light in a New 
York Court,

NEW Tonk, May 17.—A gentleman whose 
name is withheld for the present called at the 
office of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children and informed Assistant- 
Superintendent Stocking that Mrs. Genevive 
Graham, a dressmaker, living at 272 West 
Twenty-fifth street, was in the habit when 
going out to work of leaving her 8-year-old 
child Alice locked in her room, and that the 
child had been so confined for more than 


two months, and was suffering for the want 
of companionship and fresh air. Officer E. 
G. Buriands was sent to the house to make an 
investigation. The landlady, Mrs. Skinrer, 
denied that the child was in the house, but 
from other tenants he learned that Mrs. Gra- 
bam was in the habit of going out to work in 
the morning and of leaving the child locked 
up in the room which is the back parlor, and 
that other people in the house could hear the 
ehild and talking to her- 
Self. ot the room was left 
on the outside so that the landlady could enter 
at noon and givethe child something to eat. 
Some of the women living in the house told 
the officer that it was a year since the child 
had gone to school. The tenants were afraid 
that the solitary confinement of the child 
would result in her becoming weak-minded; 
therefore, the complaint was made to the so- 
ciety. The officers threatened to force an en- 
trance to the room, but they found that the 
key was in the lock on the outside and they 
went in. On entering they could not see the 
child, but when they called her she crawled 
from under the bed. She appeared delighted 
when told that she would be permitted to 
leave the room and the first thing she asked 
when she was taken to the rooms of the 
society at Fourth avenue and Twenty-third 
street was whether there were any children 
there to play with. The child was kept at the 
rooms ali night, and yesterday morning was 
brought to the Jefferson Market Police Court. 
Mrs. Graham also appeared and demanded 
the restoration of her child. It was disclosed 
in court that the father of the child is John 
Graham, one of the keepers of the jail at 
Washington, D. O. Mrs. Graham's father, 
Benton Russ, is the Deputy Warden of the 
all. Three years ago Mrs. Graham left 

fashington caning ber child with her. For 
two years she has lived at 272 West Twenty- 
fifth street with her child. Graham was in the 
habit of calling at the house every time he 
was in this city in search of his child, but was 
never able to see h Itwas always denied 
his wife and child were in the house. Mrs. 
Graham told the judge that she was compelled 
to go oùt every day to earn her living and she 
preferred to keep the child in her 
room rather than have her associate 
with the children in the street and become 
corrupted. The child, she said, was well 
cared for by the landlady during her mother’s 
absence. Mrs. Grabam was accompanied by 
two clergymen and several ladies who were 
willing to vouch for her respectability. Jus- 
tice Duffy adjourned the examination in the 
the case until Saturday morning and ordered 
the child to remain in the care of the society 
untilthattime. Thefather of the child has 
been telegraphed for and will probably be 
present at the examination.

Fourth street will commence to improve 
with new buildings in a few days,and the first 
enterprise in that direction will be the con- 
struction of the Gay Building at the northwest 
corner of Clark avenue. The old premises on 
the site were destroyed by fire last New Year 
morning when what was then the largest 
drug establishment in the. country was re- 
duced to ashes. Since that time, or shortly 
afterwards, Isaac 8. Taylor has been prepar- 
ing plans and details for a new building to be 
raised upon the ruins of the old one, and to be 
extended through the block witha front on 
Broadway also. Meyer Bros. Drug Co., wih 
occupy the whole space when the building is 
ready; that section of it fronting upon Broad- 
way is to be erected at their expense. The 
Fourth street section is to be built for 
the firm by Edward J. Gay, who owns 
that portion of the ground, 114x185 feet, and 


contracts for the construction were executed 
yesterday. Mr. Taylor says the cost of the 
five-story super-structure, as provided by 
contract, will be $95,000, and he estimates that 
the building when finished, as set forth in the 
agreement, will cost $130,000. Oontracts for 
the Broadway section are tobe letin a few 
days. 

The next improvement to follow on Fourth 
street will be the erection of the 
Boatmen’s Savings Bank building at the 
northwest corner of Washington avenue, 
where it has been estimated that at least halt 
a million dollars will expended in brick, stone. 
and mortar. This improvement would doubt- 
less have been under way ere now were it not 
that the original plan of putting up an ex- 
clusive banking house has been abandoned 
with the intention of building a 
structure adopted to general com- 
mercial purposes, from which a revenue 
could be drawn. This change necessitated an 
entire new setof drawings which are being 
prepared by Thomas B. Annan, who will be 
ready now in a few days to let the contracts, 

The next Fourth street improvement will be 
the building up of the southwest corner of 
Locust, purchased on Wednesday last by 
Daniel Catlin. Propositions for the 
occupancy of a building to be put there 
are now under consideration, and will 
most likely eventuate in putting up a buildin 
with a facade of 115 feet on Fourth. A goo 
deal has been said about tearing down the old 
Everett House, and while an arobitect has 
been engaged upon plans for a new building 
to occupy that site mechanics are rather slow 
commencing the work, but the > sway ~ tage is 
that the eirs of Girard B. Allen, who 
have very large interests on ourth 
street will do their share toward reconstruct- 
ing the houses and reciaiming the immense 
volume of business which less than five years 
ago made it the principal retail thoroughfare 
in the city.

TRUFFLES. 


Where They Grow, How They Grow and 
Their Delicacy of Flavor. 


From the London Queen. 

Probably few of the thousands of people 
who have enjoyed these culinary dainties are 
aware ofthe manner in which they grow or 
the circumstances in which they are obtained, 
Others, again, who have perchance never en- 
countered truffles or met with them in the bill 
of fare or upon the menu of the dinner table— 
for they are not sufficiently plentiful 
to be a popular article of diet— 


will have but a confused idea ag to 
what denomination ae belong, such 
confusion being hightened by reason of the 
form ‘‘¢catching’’ or ‘‘hunting’’ being used 
to denote the means by which they are ob- 
tained. Itis, therefore, not unnecessary to 
explain that trumes are underground fungi, 
those which are the subject of commerce be- 
— ray be the genus tuber, whilst others 
which bearthe name are of related though 
different genera. In England they were 
formerly known as ‘‘trubbes,’’ both names 
being doubtless derived from the Latin ter- 
re tuber. They are somewhat oblong or 
globose, and vary in weight from a couple of 
ounces to several pounds, according to the 
species, locality and the circumstances in 
which they are grown. They vary somewhat 
in color; some are white, but generally they 
are of a black or dark brown color and ofa 
rough exterior, the skin being thickly covy- 
ered with warlike protuberances. When out 
through with a knife they present a different 
appearance from that of any other fungus. 
Veins traverse the mass in all directions, giv- 
ing a marbled character that is a distinctive 
feature of the truffle. When closely examined 
minute sace will be noticed in the velns. 
These contain spores, which are covered with 
spines. 

Not much is known of the early develop- 
ment ofthe truffle, owing principally to itg 
pecullarity of growing under ground, where it 
is free from observation; but when found in 
the mature state in which they are used for 
food, they are altogether free from attach- 
ment, either tothe ground or to any other 
body. They are commonly, if not invariably, 
found in woods, the presence of oak or beech 
trees appearing to favor their growth. From 
this fact it has been inferred that they are of a 
parasitical nature, and that at some stage of 
their existance they derive their nutriment 
from the roots of trees. Light calcareous 
soils are those which most frequently produce 
truffles, and in England tbey are chiefly ob- 
tained from the bill districts and oualky 
grounds of Hants and Wilts. Those, how- 
ever, which chiefly supply the English mar- 
kets are brought from France or Algiers. 

Truffles emita fragrant odor both durin 

their growth and after they are gathered. N 
is this characteristic which favors thelr acqui- 
sition, as, being buried out of sight, some 
other faculty has to be employed to discover 
their presence. For this purpose the keen 
sense of smell in the dog is taken advantage 
of, and the dogs are systematically trained 
tor the purpose of truflle hunting. This 
service is sometimes performed by p gs on the 
Continent. The dogs are trained by the de- 
vice of hiding a truffle and rewarding the dog 
each time he discovers its place of conceal. 
ment.

The odor and flavor of truffies are most dis- 
tinctive, and the delicacy of this flavor is

or churches. The profits are now used as 

directed by the Discipline for the benefit of 

the worn out and disabled ministers of the 

church and their:widows and orphans. One 

hundred thousand dollars will be distributed 
this centennial year.

FOUR MILES A MINUTE, 


A New Scheme for the Rapid Transporta- 
tion of Mails and Passengers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATOR. 

New YORK, May 17.—A new scheme of trans- 
portation isto be introduced between New 
York and Boston, whereby, itissaid, large 
packages of mail and even cars containing 
passengers can be whisked from one place to 
another, a distance of 230 miles, in less than 
an hour. This would be equal to a speed of 
four miles per minute. An experiment with 


the new machine was held yesterday in 
Boston in the presence of many scientists, in- 
cluding Prof. A. E. Dolbear of Tufte’ College, 
who announced that he was — satis- 
fied ot the success of the system he in- 
ventor, John G. Williams, is a resident of this 
city. His machine consists of a magnetic car, 
hanging from a single rail where it follows a 
streak of electricity. With one horse power it 
is said that one ton can be thus transported a 
distance of 1,440 milesaday ata cost of 30 
cents. This in mail matter would represent

The Scheffer Law, Imposing Severe Penal- 
ties, in Foree in Minnesota, 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 17.—Senator Schef- 
fer’s drunkards jaw went into effect yester- 
day. It provides that whoever becomes in- 
toxicated by voluntarily drinking intoxicating 
liquors shall be deemed guilty of the crime of 
drunkenness, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished as follows: For the first 
offense a fine of not less than $10 nor more
